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(57) Abstract: The invention 
relates to an electronic device 
(10), which includes - a case 
structure (23), - a display 
component (19) fitted in 
connection with the case 
structure, - camera devices that 
can be oriented, fitted inside 
the case structure, including 
an image sensor (12) fitted 
entirely inside and optics 
(20.1, 20.2, 20.2'), and - an 
aperture arrangement (21.1, 
21.2) fitted in the case structure, 
Xbr~exposing~the image sensor 
from the outside, and in which 
the image sensor is arranged 
to be rotatable to at least two 
exposure directions (FS, BS), 
according to which the aperture 
arrangement (21.1, 21.2) is 
arranged in the case structure. 
At least part of the optics (20.2') 
is arranged to be rotatable along 
with the image sensor (12). 
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
